BY THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF THE PHILIPPINE 
ISLANDS— A PROCLAMATION. 

No. 2. 

Whereas the President of the United States, by order dated May 
seventeenth, nineteen hundred and five, reserved for military pur- 
poses, under section twelve of the Act of Congress, approved July 
first, nineteen hundred and two, entitled “An Act temporarily to 
provide for the administration of the affairs of civil government in 
the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes,” the following prop- 
erty of the United States, situated in the city of Manila, Philippine 
Islands, viz : 

“ ‘Malate Barracks/ commonly called ‘Cuartel Malate/ two par- 
cels, bounded and described as follows : 

“(a) Parcel ‘A/ comprising an area of 12,053.85 square meters 
(about 3.126 acres), bounded on the north by Calle Herran; on the 
east by Calle Nueva; on the south by Calle Cortado, and on the west 
by Calle Real; with metes and bounds as follows: 

“Beginning at a point marked *1* on plan, dated February 3, 
1905, prepared in the office of the City Engineer, Manila, P. I., and 
designated as ‘Map of Military Reservation, Cuartel Malate/ said 
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point being the intersection of the west building line of Calle Nueva 
and the south building line of Calle Herran, as approved by the 
Municipal Board, December 11, 1903, and December 20, 1904; 
thence south 25° 22' east, along the aforementioned west building 
line of Calle Nueva, a distance of 129.74 meters to point ‘2’ on plan; 
thence south 05° 31' west, along the north building line of Calle 
Cortado (approved February 3, 1905), a distance of 93.80 meters 
to point ‘3’ on plan; thence north 26° 13' west, along the east build- 
ing line of Calle Real (approved December 18, 1903), a distance of 
137.34 meters to point ‘4’ on plan; thence north 70° 13' east, along 
the south building line of Calle Herran (approved December 20, 
1904), a distance of 96.28 meters to point T on plan, or point of 
beginning. 

“(6) Parcel ‘B,’ comprising an area of 16,985.85 square meters 
(about 4.197 acres), bounded on the north by a callejon and city 
property; on the east by Calle Real; on the south by the land of 
Encarnacion de Elizalde & Sons, and on the west by Manila Bay; 
with metes and bounds as follows : 

“Beginning at a point marked *1* on said plan, said point being 
the intersection of the west building line of Calle Real (approved 
December IS, 1903), and the south side of a callejon marking the 
north boundary of the Military Reservation, also being 45.15 meters 
north 26° 13' west, .from the intersection of center line of Calle 
Herran and the west building line of Calle Real; thence south 
67 9 14' west, along south side of said callejon a distance of 66.20 
meters to point ‘ 2 ’ on plan; thence following the line of high water 
in Manila Bay, south 14° 26' east, for 8.33 meters to point ‘3’ on 
plan; thence south 25° 44' east, for 37.20 meters to point ‘4' on 
plan; thence south 11° 19' east, for 13 meters to point ‘5' on 
plan; thence still following the line of high water south 26° 57 
east, for 169.07 meters, to point ‘6’ on plan; thence south 14° 57' 
east, for 17.68 meters to point ‘7’ on plan; thence along the north 
face of a stone wall north 64° 28' east, for a distance of 10.97 meters 
to point ‘8’ on plan; thence north 65° 31' east, for a distance of 
17.23 meters to point ‘9’ on plan; thence still following north face 
of wall north 64° 05' east, for a distance of 44.61 meters to point 
‘10’ on plan, being on the west building line of Calle Real; thence 
north 20° 13' west, along the west building line of Calle Real, a 
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distance of 240.97 meters to point ‘1* on plan, or point of beginning, 
including the land between high and low water mark of Manila Bay 
in front of said parcel. 

“All bearings are from the magnetic meridian;” and 
Whereas the President of the United States, by Executive Order 
dated November second, nineteen hundred and eight, modified the 
metes and bounds of Parcel “B” of said military reservation : 

Now, therefore, I, James F. Smith, Governor-General of the 
Philippine Islands, do hereby proclaim the following Executive 
Order of the President of the United States for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

“executive order. 

“It is hereby ordered that Parcel ‘B’ of the Military Reservation 
of Malate Barracks, commonly called ‘Cuartel de Malate’ situated 
in the city of Manila, Philippine Islands, as reserved by Executive 
Order of May 17, 1905 (G. O., No. 77, War Department, May 27, 
1905), be modified so as to include lands bounded and described 
as follows: 

“Beginning at a point marked ‘F on plan prepared in the office 
of the Chief Engineer Officer, Philippines Division, June, 1908, and 
desiouated as ‘Map of Parcel B J Military Reservation, Cuartel Ma- 
latel said point being the intersection of the west building line of 
Calle Real and the south side of a callejon marking the north 
boundary of the military reservation; also being N. 8° 17' E. 2.522 
meters from a cross-cut in the top of a cannon-shot set into the 
bottom of the concrete gatepost at the southeast side of the north- 
east entrance to Parcel ‘B* Cuartel Malate; thence S. 25° 28' E. 
241 19 meters to point marked ‘2’ on plan; said point being the 
*ntersection of the west building line of Calle Real and the northern 
r e of private property declared in decree No. 534 of the Court of 
Land Registration of the Philippine Islands; also being S. 60° 38' 
a q 519 meters from a cross cut in the top of the cannon-ball 
mounting the pillar at the southeast corner of Parcel ‘B’, Cuartel 
■* thence S. 64° 50' W. 78.33 meters to point ‘3’ on plan; 

^ M point being the intersection of the line of private property 
sal described with the line of the exterior crest of the sea wall 
a ° t be Mili tar y Reservation; said property line also being marked 
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with a cut in the concrete top of the sea wall at its exterior edge;

corner of the sea wall; thence N. 07° 45' E. S1.3S meters to the 
point of beginning — including the land between high and low- water 
mark in Manila Bay in front of said parcel. Area, within metes and 
bounds described above, 19,3S7.19 square meters. All bearings are 
true.

Whereas the President of the United States, by order dated 
July eleventh, nineteen hundred and three, reserved and Set apart 
as a site for a military post at Nonucan, about three miles west 
of Iligan, Island of Mindanao, Philippine Islands, -a tract of 
public land bounded and described as follows: 

“Starting at the mouth of Nonucan River and running thence 
along low-water mark in an easterly direction about five thousand 
seven hundred feet to the center of the mouth of Timonora Creek; 
thence following the center line of the bed of Timonora Creek to 
a point twenty-six hundred and seventy- five feet from low-water 
mark at the mouth of said creek in general direction south twenty- 
four degrees e$ist; thence south fifty-eight degrees forty-seven 
minutes west about fourteen hundred and ninety feet to the top 
of ridge separating the valleys of Timonora Creek and Nonucan 
River; thence following said ridge in a general direction south 
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eight degrees east eighteen thousand two hundred and fifty feet 
to a point near old Spanish trail; thence due west thirteen hundred

“It is hereby ordered that the Military Reservation of Camp 
Overton, situated at Nonucan, about three miles west of Iligan, 
in the Island of Mindanao, Philippine Islands, as reserved° bv 
executive order, dated July 11, 1903 (G. 0. No. 112, Head- 
quarters of the Army, Adjutant General’s Office-, July 31, 1903), 
be enlarged by. the addition thereto of land for a target range, 
so that the reservation, as enlarged, will include all public lands, 
and those only, within metes and bounds, as follows : 

“Starting at the mouth of the Nonucan River and running 
thence along low-water mark in an easterly direction about 
1,737.30 meters to the center of the mouth of Timonora Creek; 
- thence following the center of the bed of Timonora Creek to a
